itant subject. We are certain, that we 
can find nothing for publication, that 
would be read more genertilly or with 
greater ayidily. We have before us the 
Wew Orleans Bulletin and the New Or- 
leans Bee of the 11th in.st. and from those 
papers we make the following extracts, 
which, as the reader will at once see, may 
be relied on with the most perfect confi- 
dence. — Lou. Jour. 

From ilie N. O. Bulleliii, May 11. 

There is nothing now to hang a doubt 
■on, in regard to the capture of Santa An- 
na, and the complete discomfiture of his 
'pusillanimous horde. He who so lately 
vdcnounced his gallant victors, as a band 
‘of rebels, and proclaimed extermination 
to all found fighting in the cause of civil 
freedom, is now made to bend, and sue 
for peace, liberty and life, from these 
same despised outlaws. Should his vic- 
tors mete out to him the same treatment 
that they would have received at his 
hands had success crowned his efforts and 
'which the gallant Fannin and his hrave 
•companions did receive, this royal despot 
would have a short interim between sen 
fence and execution. 

We can have no sympathy for the man, 
who has degraded his high station, com- 
promitted his honor, and shown himself 
lost to every principle of rectitude, and 
every feeling of humanity. If by spar- 
ing hisTorfeited life, the Texians can the 
more firmly secure their Independence, 
and eradicate from the country everv 
seed of centralism, it is well. 

We have some apprehensions, howev- 
-er, that his majesty will not longer be re- 
cognised by the Mexican Gorernmeiit, 
and that all, that he might be disposed to 
-do, will be abortive for the want of com- 
pliance by the Powers, that will reign in 
•his stead.

as this one, as we have more men, for in 
the HeCeai of Stinla Anna’s division we 
had but '■/80 tneit iti the ctigagetncnt — 
hut sitch ti btilchery I ilo not wutitto see 
ngaiti : ottr rilletneti chargeil on the artitv 
and killed every titan that wtis serving at 
tile canuun.

Yesterday we received more mimilo 
and coiifirinatory accounts of tiie late 
Texian battle near Harrisburg. It ap- 
pears iJiat on the 2()lh Houston niatie 
a forced march from Harrisburg, and an 
unexpected attack on the eactny in the 
evening, but without much effect, cx; e)tt 
that of leadiiig Santa .\niia into the wood 
that nighl. Next day at 4 P. M-, the 
attack of the Texian at iiiy cummencej 
simultaneously by a preconcerted sign.. I 
from their general, who had disposed 
them previously in proper pieces with- 
out the view or cognizance of the enemy. 
General Houston sounded aloud the word 
charge; and every Texian promptly re- 
sponded by shouting Alamo! Alamo!! in 
voices that resembled the I'idian war- 
iioop; and struck the terror of vengeance 
into the souls of the butchering enemy. 
The Texians opened with the Cannons, 
which had been presented to them by the 
ladies of Nashvil e; and with their grape 
shot did great execution. The brtiss 
howitzer of the enemy was silenced af- 
ter the first fire; and all the Mexican 
gunners picked out by the Texian rifles, 
Humanitv and exhaustion alone termin- 
ated the deeds of death that fo'lowed; for 
the Mexicans were terrified into iiiaction 
they laid down their arms, were killed, 
taken prisoners and fled.* The calvary 
sought to retreat by the bridge, but it had 
i een cut down in the niorniiig; and they 
were compelled to fly through the woods, 
where most of them perished or were 
captured. 

That was the resort of the fate ofSan- 
la Anna. He escaped on horseback im- 
mediately after the action for the bridge, 
but fell back into the wood that night, 
where he reposed with the mus(|uitocs 
up in a tree. But the Texians being on 
the alert, caught him next morning dis- 
guised in common clothes. Two of them 
seized him without knowing him. He 
instantly took out 200 doubloons from 
his belt, which he offered them to permit 
his flight; but without avail. He then 
offered also a costly diamond brooch-the 
two Texians instead of being tempted, 
suspected him to be an ‘hidalgo,’ and im- 
mediately brought him into Houston’s 
tent. Being still unrecognized, the Mexi- 
can Generalismo e.xclaimed Vivalo.s 
Texians! Vivael General Houston. But 
young Zavala who was lately in this ci- 
ty, coming in recognized the president 
in the captive hypocrite. 

Most of the privates taken prisoners 
are employed in constructing a Fort at 
Galveston Bay The officers are reserved 
for further requisition. 

About 300 horses and mules, with 
large quantities of plate, clothing, &c. 
lliiit the enemy had plundered in his 
march, became booty to the Texians— 
with about ^14,000 in .specie, which was 
divided as prize money anungst the vic- 
tors . 

FROM FLORIDA. 

I'he schr. Bushrod, Captain Houston, 
arrived at Charleston, on the 8th inst., 
from St. Augustine, in three davs, hav- 
ing on board 54 Vo unteers from Florida. 
The following gives the latest news from 
that Territory. 

Office of the Herald, 

St. Augnsliiie, May 5, 1830. 

The lelt wing of the Army arrived in 
town on Saturday tiflvnioun last, from 
lampa Bay, Via Voliisitt. The objects 
of the campaign have not been acccom- 
plishcil. The Indians have scattered 
throughout the country, and are in small 
detached parties. A few of them were 
met by the Army, and some skirmishing 
took place between them. The Indians 
were hovering about the Army, and fired 
into the Camp several times, but one In- 
dian is killed that is known certainiv. 

Fort Alabama, on the hank of the Lit- 
tle VVithlacochee, sustained sevcnil at- 
tacks. 

Camp Shelton, 11 miles from Tampa 
Bay, was also attacked and one man 
wounded. 

Major Cooper “f the Georgia Battalion, 
with 3.50 men was stationed on the Road 
between Fort Drane and Tampa Bay, 
with 17 diiys provi-iions, was attacked 
by about 560 Indians every day, until 
relieved by Gen. Clinch on the 17th 
day. 

Gen. Scott ordereil a qiiantily of pro- 
visions into the Withlactiochec, by sea,^ 
and Captain McLemore, with 75 nien,‘ 
went with them — they were landed with- 
in 18 miles of Clinch’s batt'e ground, 
and 38 left to guard them, and it is fear- 
ed that they have suffered a similar late 
to that of the gallant band under .Maj'ir 
Dade. It is reported that a Council of 



'\'ar was heldiilFort Drane, and it, was. 
decided to be impossiUc to relieve thoin.

billows: — ‘‘'I'he Loiiisiana volunteers un- 
der Col. Smith, have sailed from Cliar-j 
lotte Harbor lo scour the country in that 
direction. Their ultimate destination is 
Pease Creek, w'hcre the Indians are sup- 
posed to be assembled in large numbers.* 
Cob Lindsay, with the Alabama troops,^ 
will remain at Tampa and that vicinity.' 
General Clinch will return to Fort- 
Duane. Col. Reid and the Florida vol 
unleers were ordered to the mouth of the 
Wiihlacoochee, lo ferret out such orTTitT 
enemy as may still be lurking in the 
strong holds un that river, and will re- 
lieve the small garrison (lorty men!) 
posted there under Major McLemore of 
the Florida volunteers. 

Gen. Scott with the main army cotisis 
ting of the division under Gen. Eustis, 
will proceed directly to Pease Creek, 
w ith two Indian guides, who have offer- 
eil to h ad him lo Oseoal’s camp, where 
they say, he is prepared lo make a des- 
perate stand. 'Phere a junction will be 
effected with the Louisiana volunteers, 
and It is hoped the war will be termina- 
ted.” — Ai. O. Aler, Ada.. | 



LATEST FROM FLORIDA. | 
Termination of the Indian Campaign} 
Camp Volusia, (E. F.) .April 27. 

“At nine o’clock on 'Phursday the 14, 
’instant, we were attacked by a parly of 
Indians, consisting of about one iiandred 
and fifty in nuoibi r. 'Plie attack was 
made upon a party of five men detached 
lo dig a grave, who were fired upon with- 
in throe hundred yards of the pickets; 
and two of their number. lam sorry to 
say, fell, victims to the scalping knife of 
the ruthless savage;we were at the same 
inoinen. siirrouniled and fired upon from 
every direction by the enemy. Our men 
appeared punctually at their posts, and 
returned the salute with a volley of mus 
ket halls. I am sorry that I am depriv- 
ed of llie p'easure of giving you here a 
detailed account of the whole affair, but 
for want of lime, I am forced to be lacon- 
ic, as the boat is about starting off in a 
few niiiintes, however, I must say before 
concluding, that whiie the savages were 
charging boldly in open field upon our 
fort, Capt. Q ialtlebiim, who was very 
sick, m'lunled the pickets and fired at 
one fellow, at a distance of about one 
hundred and thirty yards, who was seen 
by many to fall into the bushes, at the 
same time Mr R. J. Dickson, w'lo was 
a hidd volunteer on the occasion, fired at 
another by the side ofa tree, and plank- 
e;l the ball into the tree. Dickson, al- 
though eng.iged in iitiotlier business and 
not expectcil lo sbonider arms, has been 
on every occasion exceedingly prompt, 
'Pile south Carolina troops are now on 
their way homeward; they will leave 
here in a day or two for San .Augustine. 
'I'liey had several little fight.'*, but none 
very affective; the wtir is not by any 
means at an eiuLatid w ill be another win- 
ter’s canipaign.”

1 regret to inform you that 
Jesse B. Wright, Lieut, of the company, 
hail his leg broken at 'Pampa B.iy — mor 
tificatioii ensueil, anil he was obliged to 
have it aiiiputatcd. William Hasleit was 
shot in the groin, and want of proper 
medical aid rendered his recovery slow, 
Edward Rogers, also of Baltimore, was 
dreadfully wounded by one of the Iiidiar.s 
with a “bowie knife,” by which he has 
lost an arm. He behaved nobly in the 
engagement.
